Regret; Will Free 
1 9 Asama Nazis ir 

LONDON (CP)—The British 
government disclosed tonight It 
had sent Japan an expression of 
“regret” after protests from 
Tokyo over seizure of 21 German 
seamen from the Japs near liner 
Asama Mara. 

Viscount Halifax, Foreign Sec¬ 
retary, earlier had told the House 
of Lords that Britain had decided 
to return nine of the seamen since 
they “are relatively unsuitable for 
military service." 

Britain’s reply to the Japanese 
protest said “Hit Majesty’s gov- 
eminent greatly regret . . . that 
the Incident, occurring as It did 
so close to the capital, should! 
have aroused such resentment in 
Japan.” 

The Asama Mara was halted by 

British warship January 20 
about 50 miles from Tokyo. 

The exchange of notes between 
Japan and Great Britain was 
made public In a white paper to-1 
night 

Reporting on the incident 
which brought a vigorous Japan¬ 
ese protest, the Foreign Secretary 
said the nine men would be 
handed over “In due course." The 
seamen, who formerly served in 
United States tankers In Latin- 
Ameriean waters,! were on their 
— way home when captured 33 
miles off Yokohama. 

“While His Majesty’s govern¬ 
ment have maintained their view 
of a legal position tn this matter, 
it la anticipated that such lj)d- 
dents . . . will be avoided In the 
future,” said Lord' Halifax.

SALMON HABITS 
TOLD COMMISSION 

Life habits of the salmon and 
their relation to the uae of trap* 
tn catching them were described 
to Commissioner Mr. Justice Gor¬ 
don Sloan's salmon fisheries In¬ 
vestigation at the courthouse this 
morning by Dr. W. A. Clemens of 
the Pacific Biological Station aV 
Nanaimo. 

Dr. Clemens told In detail of 
tagging salmon off the west 
coast, and, through recoveries, 
tracing their migratory course up 
the straits toward their spawn¬ 
ing stream* 

His general conclusion was that 
the salmon generally head right 
up the Straits of Juan de Fuca, 
cross over to the Washington 
coast, then turn northward 
through Rosario Strait to the 
Fraser River. A few are diverted 
to the Cowichan Bay region. 

Dr. Clemens told how 99. cohoes 
were tagged at the Sooke trap* In 
1928. Seven were recaptured In 
the traps after a period of 10 day* 
or so and another 18 at various 
points along the general mlgra- 
tton route. — 

Commenting on the recapture 
of seven of them In the traps, he 
said It probably indicated that 
some of the Ash hung around ln 
the straits feeding, or moving 
backwards and forward with the 
tide, although the genera] move¬ 
ment waa steadily toward the 
■pawning grounds. 

Dr. Clemen* said the tnreartlgi 
tor* had received splendid co¬ 
operation from fishermen In the 
recovery of tags during the ex¬ 
periments. • •
